Baden-Powell’s com- 
mand is not more than 1,000, and itis estimated 
that Mafeking is surtounded by 7,00dt Boers, 
In spite of this yreat inferiority in numbers the. 
Mafeking garrison holds its own. To a large 
extent this success is duc to the skill shown in 
‘the construction of the defences, The trenches 
are excellently constructed so as to defy the 
enemy’s attempts to storm the town, and: to 
minimise the losses sustained by the garrison 
during engagements with the enemy, . High 
mad walls chave been thrown up. . They 
are solidly builty.and they withstand the 
fire from the enemy's 64-pounders, and even 
from the heavier. 94-pounders. ‘The Boers 
keep up aninceassant fire on the town, but itis 
quite harinless, and-no damage is done, In 
fact, itisanerely throwing away ammunition, 
the enemy wasting shells at the rate of 200 per 
“day, i Y 

The latest news to‘hund from Mafeking, 
shows that the Boers on October 31st in sheer, 
| desperation, departed froin theip usual military 
tactics, and despite a heavy fire from the 
defenders of the town, boldly attempted to cap- 
ture some British cannon which were mounted 
on a hillock in a corner of the town.
